of maps have been for some years an 
unfailing,source of amusement to the, 
people at the 
southern 
end of th« 
San 
Joaqih-n 
Valley of 
California. 


Their maps of the state invariably 
show a large blue circle, about >ialf 
the size of San Francisco 
Bay and 
bearing the caption "Lake 
Tulare.' 


The fact Is there is no such lake and 
hasn't been for so long that it is dif- 
ficult for the oldest inhabitant to re- 
member it. 
Tears ago, when the first pioneers 
invaded the San Joaquin Val'ey there 
•was a real Lake Tulare. It covered | 
approximately 108 square miles Geol- ' 
ogists are of the opinion that at one 
time'in ancient history it coiered 1,- 
000 square miles. 
The early settlers started reclaim- 


Ing the shallow parts of the lake by 
levees Later on higher levees were 
erected Slowly the old lake was en- 
croached on, until it was squared and 
re-squared by levees 30 feet high. The 
reclaimed lands were exceelingly fer- 
tile, and wheat was grown on them 
Much of the water frorfi the Kern 
and Kings rivers, 
which 
formerly 


flowed Into Lake 
Tulare. are 
im- 


pounded far up in the mountains for 
irrigating the eastside lands. The Tu- 
lare wheat area is spotted with cot- 
ton fields, which 
are 
increasing in 


number.

The old lake bed Is so dry that in 


some places the 
farmers 
have to 
pump to a depth of 2,100 feet to get 
any water. It is so dry that no crops 
could be raised without irrigation.

tinue to display Lake Tulare.

Career of Rorer A. James 


I Is Marked By Modesty 


The Rorer A. Jameu Memorial BuildlnR. homo of The Danville Reglvtar 


and The Danville Bee Is a tribute of affectionate remembrance to a widely 
known and esteemed citizen, of whose unexpected death on the morning of 
August <Hh., 1921.-the people of Danville were shocked to learn. Development 
of unexpected illnetut terminated fatally in an Incredibly brief period after he 
himseif had risen and summoned hU brother. Dr. R. B. James. 
Before he 


could reach his bedroom to which he sought to return, the fatal »ummon» 
cam* as he was on the threshold of the room he had lately'occupied, appar- 
ently in normal health. 


Mr. James was a native and always a local and devoted son of Plttsyl- 


Vania. having been born in 1859 at the old family homestead of his father, 
Dr. John Craghpad Janiog, a widely known physician consecrated to the ier- 
vice of mankind in the heal'ng profession. 
He WAS the second of three sons 


and with his brothers spent his boyhood on the paternal estate near Brosville. 
not far from the Henry cuun'v line 
Alter preliminary education and par- 


ental training, he enteied the Virginia Military Institute as a youth and In 
flue course was gradua'ed therefrom with honors, both in scholarship and de- 
portment 
Ever afteiwaid he uas a devoted alumnus of the Institute and 


cherished his alma mater with ppculiar pride and a devotion which impelled 
him to serve it v>4th rare abilitj and efficiency for years as a member of Its 
Board, of Visitors b> gube^natoiial appointment and later as president of the 
board—a service and a distinction which he ever afterward cherished as the 
greatest honor which had com" to him In his entire life • Nor has the In- 
Btitute in its long and glorious hjstory ever held a president of its board who' 
rendefed more efficient and noteworthy service than did Mr James, as his 
associates wa'i mly attest.

succeeded the late J Taylor Ellison in 
the spring of 1917 when Mr Ellyson 
relinquished that post to become a 
candidate for the gubernatorial nom- 
ination. He was re-elected by accla- 
mation at the State Democratic con- 
tention in Roanoke in 1920. 


Mr. James had never cherished th" 
ambition to be elected to Congress, but 
when In the Spring of 1919 Hon. E 
\V. Saunders. then representative in 
Congress of the Fifth Congressional 
district, resignef that honor to accept 
service as a member of the Supreme 
Court of Appeals of Virginia, 
Mr 


James was bj general consent of the 
men influential in the political life 
of the district, called to suceed Judge 
Saunders 
Nominated 
and 
elected 


for both the unexpired and the full 
term in the House of Representatives, 
he saw service in both the 65th and 
68th Congresses 
All the while, how- 
ever, he was-retalned as State chair- 
man of the Democratic part> and dur- 
ing his service as such directed cam- 
paigns which eventuated in decisive 
triumphs for the party nominees His 
congressional service and his State po- 
litical responsibilities necessarily en- 
.grossed most of his time, and the re- 


made chairman of the Fifth District maindpr was constantly claimed by at- 


After being graduated from the In- 


ititute, Mr. James taught in a countiy 
school near his old home for one or 
two sessions 
Theieafter he conclud- 


ed to prepare himself for the profes- 
sion of Law and accordingly'entered 
the law department of the University 
of Virginia ^nd in due 
course 
was 


graduated, with the B L. degree 
Re- 


turning to Danville, he "began 
the 


practice of his profession, but his ap- 
tltud* for and his earnest interest in 
governmental affairs he was called 
into the public service as a legislator, 
having been elected to the House of 
Delegates in 1893. 
After serving one 


term in that body, his fitness for leg- 
islative work and his fine equipment 
caused him to be honored by election 
to the Senate of Virginia, in which. 
affer four years, he was renominated 
and re-elected for another quadren- 
nium 
During that service he 
won 


steadily increasing recognition of his 
abilities and 
gained 
an 
experience 


which fitted him for larger service, as 
tvell as winning friends in all sections 
of the State who continued devoted 
to him during his aftfr life 
Mr James' retirement from the Sen- 


ate was purely \oluntarj and in spite 
of the fact that he was urged to con- 
tinue 
his legislatn e 
service 
The 


claims of his rapidly expanding and 
varied bus'n<»ss interests however, in- 
cluding the ownership of the Dan\ill*> 
Register and the Ddmille Bee and his 
Investments o£ \arious kinds made his 
presence in this city and county not 
only desirable but practlcallj impera- 
tive. 
After his retirement from the 
Senate, he was called to service by 
the Democratic party to -which 
was always ardentlj demoted and

tention to his large and varied busi- 
ness interests, including banking, the 
dirwtion of extensive property inter- 
est* in this city and county, and active 
identification with every movement 
for the development, upbuilding and 
the betterment of this city and of his 
native 
county—Pittsylvan'.a.

whom he employed in his varied busi- 
ness responsibilities regarded him as 
their friend, and he was ever ready 
to render helpful or friendly service, 
his kindliness of heart, his wide sym- 
pathies and his love of his fellow-men 
being constantly 
testified.

Chamber of Commerce. In local bank- 
ing circles and indeed in all his activ- 
Iws he was generally regarded as a 
thoughtful and a helpiul adv,ser—a 
man of sound business judgment and 
of unimpeable probitv and character 
The great Danville textile plant

model of its kind, and the Danville 
Traction and Power company

many other local business and public 
services called him into counsel. 


For more than twenty-one vears 


he was the sole owner and director of 
the Danville Register which he pur- 
chased in the closing davs of 1898. 
having bought the newspaper at the 
earnest appeal of many who did not 
desire to see the ownership and con- 
trol of the newspaper pass into the 
hands of non-residents of the commu- 


nity , 4 few jears later 
when the 


Danville Bee was for salp he ptuchas 
ed that also and continued to comluc 
and d-rect both papei.= fiorn that tirn< 
until he-laid down life's burdens and 
responsibilities.
